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HOULD the Lieutenant-Governor dismiss his Ministers 
S in the present crisis, or at least when their majority of 
one disappears—and this has happened by the un- 
seating of Hon. Mr. Davis on Thursday—or 
force them to make an appeal to the country, 
is being discussed with considerable warmth by some 
of the party newspapers. Thosé¢ who argue that a Lieutenant- 
Governor has no power to dismiss his advisers until want of 
confidence in them has been expressed by the Legislature, 
appear to have the best of the argument, but when they say 
that nothing can be done by the chief executive of the prov- 
ince until such a state of things comes to pass, they are in 
error. The “News,” for instance, believes that the Govern 
ment is directly responsible for the unholy performances at 
Sault Ste. Marie; that the Government, as such, bribed the 
constituency by paying the wages of the men in the works 
which were closed down; promised a $2,000,000 advance to the 
Algoma Railway, voted the money through by the assistance 
of men elected by corrupt means, and that the indefensible 
practices were a part payment in services or money by the 
beneficiaries of last session’s legislation. If this is the case— 
and the “News’s” position seems to be unassailable—everyone 
connected with maintaining the present Government in power 
is equally guilty with the Government itself of every act 
which the presiding judges in the election court considered 
so shameful. The Lieutenant-Governor is presumably typical 
of the good, law-abiding, church-going, God-fearing people of 
this province. If he has power to dismiss the Government, or 
at least compel an appeal to the country, he should do so. 
If he has not the power, and the Ross Government won’t 
resign, he at least can resign as a protest against the continu- 
ance of any such condition. This very easy way out of the 
difficulty appears to have struck none of these authorities on 
constitutional law. No newspaper was more extravagant 
than the “News” in its praise of Dundonald for making his 
demonstration of protest against the minor and technical 
offences of two Ottawa Ministers, yet it apparently does not 
see that if Lieutenant-Governor Clark were to resign as a 
protest against appalling election practices he would bring 
about a crisis which would clear the political atmosphere of 
this province. The world would not come to an end nor 
anarchy result, for his place could be filled inside of an hour, 
but the moral effect of such a procedure would be instan- 
taneous. If he does not do the good that it is possible for him 
to do, he must rank with his Ministers and his professions of 
goodness be classed with those of the men he retains in office. 
Two or three changes of Government in the next two or three 
years would do good, and much as I like Hon. Mr. Ross per- 
sonally, and small as is the confidence [ have in Mr. Whit- 
ney’s statesmanship, I believe nothing but drastic measures 
can now restore the tone of politics and public opinion.

S was their fashion in Palestine two thousand years ago, 
A the orthodox Jews stoned the “progressive” section of 
their race in a London riot on the Day of Atonement 
celebrated last Monday; the reformed Jews, unlike the apostles 
of twenty centuries ago, retaliated by throwing bottles. The 
row arose over the action of non-conforming members of a 
Social-Democratic Jewish club at Spitalfields, situated in the 
heart of an East End district containing about 20,000 Jewish 
inhabitants, parading and then celebrating with wines at the 
club-house, in utter disregard of the fasting injunction, Than 
orthodox Jews none of any sect can be more strict in the 
observance of the rules of their creed, and the loose conduct 
of the paraders and wine-bibbers filled them with anger. And 
behold, it came to pass that they surrounded the clubhouse 
and stoned it. Straightway the besieged, finding the street 
darkened by a multitude and their dwelling overcast by 
stones, were wroth, and made answer with words without wis- 
dom, and the throwing of utensils which had probably been 
filled with beer. Thereupon haste was made to the centuri- 
ons, and thrice an hundred cops lifted up their clubs and 
smote those who made turmoil in the by-ways of Caesar. 
After much contention there was peace. Ambulances were 
called and doctors cared for a multitude of minor cases of 
broken bones and sorely stricken flesh. But the orthodox 
Jews refused to be comforted and continued to parade the 
highways, casting stones and pious remarks at the houses of 
several of their pork-eating brethren. 

How like the fashions of old! How like the gentle Gen- 
tile fashions of to-day! Neither race nor religion, country 
nor climate, seems to make any considerable difference in the 
methods adopted by the orthodox for rebuking those with 
more modern ideas. My maternal grandfather used to say 
that it was the Tories who crucified Christ, and that they had 
crucified every good man and every good measure ever since. 
I have known some otherwise very estimable men who died 
without being convinced that there was ever a Grit who was 
not a traitor, or that anybody could be loyal to “Her Majesty, 
God bless her!” who was not a Tory. The historically awful 
scenes of Calvary as far as they could be duplicated without 
so divine a victim, were repeated many, many times with 
added ferocities in Rome, the early Christians being the tor- 
tured, and in Spain by the Inquisition, when the mediaeval 
Christians were the torturers. Doubtless there are and al 
ways have been orthodox pagans who stoned and probably 
ate those whose,views were less digestible than their tissue. 
The Jewish riot was startling only because such things are 
so rare. The majority of intelligent people not conversant 
with Jewish peculiarities are probably of the opinion that 
there are no differences of policy and practice amongst them. 
The Hebrews are so kind to one another, so patriarchal in 
their social government, so ready to assist those in need, that 
the London episode has drawn general attention to the in- 
creasing conflict between the reformed Jews and the orthodox 
sect. In New York, where the Jews are not only very numer- 
ous but wealthy and influential, the struggle of the orthodox 
section to keep their.religion intact has raised an agitation 
for a separate school system aided, if not maintained, by 
public taxes. A well informed newspaper man connected with 
the New York press was telling me the other day of a strange 
alliance which it is said-is being attempted in that city. The 
constitution of the United States prevents any public taxes 
being diverted to sectarian purposes, even under the guise of 
education, and the Roman Catholics of New York are com 
pelled to spend a large amoynt of money in parochial schools. 
The orthodox Jews, also deeply anxious to remain separate 
from the rest of the community, have separate schools, many 
of them in connection with the synagogues. As Tammany 
favored the bringing of Brooklyn into Greater New York be- 
cause so great a community containing so many Catholics 
would thus be established as to make the place more or less 
a law unto itself in educational as well as other matters, so 
the orthodox Jews, he told me, are alleged to be willing 
to use their great wealth and influence, in conjunction with 
the Roman Catholic Hierarchy, to bring about some condition 
of things whereby separate schools, probably as we have them 
in Ontario, may be established. What a strange partnership 
to prevent the unification of peoples—those who wear the 
symbol: of the cross and the straitest sect descended from 
those who nailed Christ to it, uniting to defeat the doctrine,

A week has called my attention to the fact that fully 
score of girls, most of them not out of their teens, 
were on the ferry, ynaccompanied by any married woman or a 
chaperone of any kind, as no one was of sufficient maturity 
to even pretend to such a position, They were accompanied 
by young chaps who appeared to be clerks, or something of 
that sort, who were well behaved and not sufliciently experi 
eneed to be of any deadly danger to their female companions. 
They had been at. a dance of some sort at a club or boat 
house, which during the season is all right enough, as the 
cottagers then attend these little hops and the convention 
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alities are not forgotten. It seemed to him that parents who 
let their daughters, some of whom were young enough to 
wear their hair hanging down their backs, leave the city un- 
attended, go to a clubhouse on the Island at the end of the 
season after most of the cottagers have returned to the city, 
spend the entire evening, return on the midnight boat, wait 
half an hour for a car, as they had to do, and reach home 
probably at one or half-past in the morning, are taking great 
chances. While waiting for the car some of the girls sat on 
the edge of the sidewalk, and while there was nothing more 
indecorous than giggling and laughing, he felt that if some 
designing man had been introduced into the party there were 
ample opportunities for sinister proceedings. 

This appears to be the modern method of bringing up 
young people, and while it may result in the majority of 
cases in no direct violation of social laws, it cannot produce 
the refined and modest women who were once so highly es- 
teemed. Amongst a score of misses and as many lads and 
young men the foundation of bad conduct must necessarily 
be laid in some instances. It may be old-fogyish to think 
that girls should be chaperoned until they have the experience 
to guide themselves with prudence, it may be that habits of 
self-reliance are formed by running about nights, but it 
must be remembered that powerful temptations are met in 
nocturnal excursions and a base disadvantage is frequently 
taken of well-intentioned young women who are put in posi- 
tions where their reputations would be damaged unless they 
consented to the propositions involving temporary immunity 
but a permanent loss of self-respect. All sorts of things hap- 
pening to the inexperienced, seem unavoidable and almost ir- 
reparable, which to the experienced would only be offensive 
and irritating. The young are apt to yield to embarrassment 
as a finality, and good intentions amount to little when some- 
thing involving exposure is threatened. It is possible that 
parents cannot control the modern youngster; if so, there is 
something wrong with either the youngster or the parent, if 
not with both, for the whole run-about-o’-nights business is

A large number of civil servants already discovered to 
have been engaged in election conspiracies, some of them of 
the vilest sort, should make it clear that no servant of the 
Administ ration should have a right to, or could decently, vote, 
work or speak lor or against the executive of the people, 
commonly called the government, in matters regarding the 
retention of oflice by the executive. In the same way the em- 
ployee of a municipality should have no right to yote, work 
or speak in a municipal election, though both municipal and 
provincial voters should not be hampered in voting in federal 
matters, though federal employees should have nothing to do 
with the making or unmaking of those who are to be the 
supervisors of their tasks. Excepting such cases every man 
who now has a right to vote should be put on the list of 
voters and compelled to use his franchise, or be debarred from 
its use in case he fails to yote and take pains to sufficiently 
explain his absence from the polls. Hon. Edward Blake advo- 
cated this system many years ago, when it was looked upon 
as a piece of academic politics and never seriously considered. 
The condition of things at the present time makes the change 
absolutely necessary. 

The cost of revising the voters’ lists falls more heavily up- 
on the political parties than upon the municipalities. The 
cost of getting the voters to the polls, by no means a light 
one—particularly in the case of absentees, who might be ex- 
cluded as such under compulsory voting—has to be borne by 
the candidates or the political parties they represent, and as 
much of it has to be done surreptitiously, concealments and 
corruption are the natural outgrowth. 
of those who are entirely careless as to which candidate shall 
be elected, they have all been made wise as to the value of 
their votes in deciding elections where the main body of elect- 
ors are divided into two camps who consider it necessary to 
their party loyalty that they vote for the representing 
the name they wear, no matter whether he is right or wrong. 
The stay-at-homes are mostly the careless, the lazy, the sore- 
heads, or those who have no political ideals or consider it 
smart to be eccentric. The so-called independents, 
those too ignorant know or debased to care, should 
have no and if deprived of them it would only be a 
loss to them in the sense of missing the few dirty dollars 
which come their way at times. If there are not 
enough political parties for those who do not vote at present, 
let another one be started with candidates of its own; but 
first of all let the cost of being a candidate be simplified by 
compulsory voting, which will at once remove the necessity 
of politicians preparing the voters’ lists and carrying voters 
to the polls. 
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The money spent in coaxing and buying voters, as well as 
that which is spent by each party in trying to get the great- 
est number of names on the lists, comes largely from a cen- 
tral election fund, obtained from corporations, con- 
tractors, and those having transactions with the Government. 
The people really pay for these things now; let them pay for 
them in the regular way, out of their taxes, and the great 
incentive to raising a corruption fund would be removed. It 
is idle to talk about a compulsory measure being worthless 
to purify elections, which must be elevated by the cultiva- 
tion of a “high sense of the moral dignity of voting.” First 
of all remove the temptation for the raising of reptile funds; 
class the voter with the juror, and occasionally submit im- 
portant questions directly to the electorate—a proceeding 
which can be undertaken with confidence if the elector knows 
that he must express his opinion at the take the 
trouble of excusing himself, or be disfranchised for a number 
of years. It is all right to talk about the franchise being a 
privilege: is breathing, but some men are so lazy that 
they would not breathe unless they felt that their lives de- 
pended upon it, and there are many who would vote, who 
now do not, if they felt that their franchise depended upon 
it. At first the number of those who would be disfranchised 
for not voting would be large, but the stigma of having noth- 
ing to say in the election of a candidate would eventually 
drive even the careless to the proper official, asking for re- 
registration, and would urge him to the polls whenever he 
was officially called upon—a call which should not be too fre- 
quently made lest he weary of it, nor should he be called so 
seldom as to make him liable to forget how to choose by so 
seldom making a choice.

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where no record is kept of the evidence, is said by the judges 
who preside in those chambers to be simply appalling. Ex- 
cepting that an oath is only administered where the state- 
ment following it is considered important, I can see no dif- 
ference in the seriousness of lying and perjury. A lie is some- 
thing told with the intention of deceiving, and if the oath is 
made in a matter of no greater importance its meaning’ and 
effect can be no greater. Absolutely truthful people of any 
sort are perhaps somewhat rare, but I know of no exception 
to the rule that the really truthful man or woman would as 
soon swear to a lie as tell one. It may be that there are some 
people who would tell a lie but would not swear to it, but 
divested of the fear of consequences, as perjury is a ¢riminal 
offence, I am convinced that there are very few people, if 
any, willing to tell a deliberate lie who would not swear to 
it if necessary, if sure of not being detected. I have heard it 
lamented that the once popular superstition that the one 
kissing the Bible with a lie on his lips was liable to fall dead, 
be cursed in basket and store, likely to become diseased, his 
children deformed, the lightning to strike his barns, his wife 
to become unfaithful, or the devil carry him off bodily in the 
night, is out of date. Probably it is because these once ter 
rifying superstitions have been exploded by experience that 
perjury has become so common. ‘Truth-telling and the love 
of fair play must be founded on something better than fear 
of punishment either Here or Hereafter, and the sooner form- 
alism, that corpse of what was once effective, is entirely dis 
earded, the better. Some overt act, such as the raising of the 
hand, which signifies that the witness is aware that he is 
officially under oath, should be sufficient, for it must be ad 
mitted that there should be some sign, distinguishable by 
both the witness and the court, marking the preface to of 
ficial testimony.

ITH his teeth fastened in the Russian’s throat, the 
W Russian’s fingers embedded in the empty sockets of 
what had been the Jap’s eyes, a fiery little Jap lay 

on the battlefields outside of Port Arthur, his tattered uni- 
form falling from a body that had passed from the rigors of 
leath into putrescence, and was unburied because the white 
flag and the Red Cross are no longer recognized by besieger 
or besieged. This is one of several pictures furnished by a 
Russian officer who recently made his escape from Port <Ar- 
thur and has described at some length the furious hate that 
the combatants feel for each other both as armies and indi- 
viduals. General Stoessel, he says, has plainly told the gar- 
rison of Port Arthur that no discipline can possibly prevent 
the Japanese from assassinating the soldiers and sacking the 
town when they enter it. There are many who think the 
war is young yet; and if it be so, what frightful scenes will 
present themselves in the latter stages! There could not be 
a more awful commentary on the emptiness of the farce 
called the Peace Tribunal of The Hague. There were those 
who believed that not only wars, but the rumors of wars. 
could not outlast the Peace Conference, yet the world is 
watching, helpless and aghast, as the fiery Jap and the stolid 
Russian fight to the bitter, horrible end, while each neutral 
nation is seeking to get for itself every possible advantage 
while the struggle is going on. :

The College Union should furnish some great football this 
year. ’Varsity is not very strong in the scrimmage at present 
but the coaches have plenty of good material to work on, an 
the management will have no difficulty in inducing men to tur 
out. That is where a college team always scores. In a cit 
club there are always some players who make it a favo 
to show up at practice. They cannot be disciplined. They ar 
able to tell the captain to go further if that functionary essa) 
to reprove them. In a college the man who gets gay in thi 
way soon finds out where he is “at.” The student body mak« 
things very unpleasant for the player who gets stuck on hin 
self, and he usually finds that the interests of the team ar 
not his personal predilections count. The preparatory schools 
Ridley, Trinity, St. Andrew’s and Upper Canada, have decide 
once more to play the game under intercollegiate rules, I an 
bound to say that I think they have made a good choic 
Apart from the fact that the boys are learning a game whic!

Wagner's Newly-Discovered 
Score. 





as a complimentary tribute 


the British people and discov- 
ered recently by accident, is interest- 
ingly described in the London ‘Daily 
Chronicle.”” The music comprises forty- 
one pages of manuscript. ‘‘There is no 
cover, and the score begins on the first 


line of the first page, while over it 


the simple title. It is a full score for 
thirty-one instruments, including seve- 
ral which are now obsolete—such as the 
serpent and the ophicleide. It is scored 
on thick music paper of a creamy 
shade, with a rather rough surface, and 
although it is somewhat faded by age, 
every note and accidental is clear and 
perfectly distinct.
